Principal Peterson who has just re- 
turned from Ottawa upon being in- 
terviewed by the Daily made the 
announcement that His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Contmught would 
pay his first official visit to McGill 
University on the twelfth of next 
month. Principal Peterson comment- 
ed upon the fact that ever since the 
foundation of McGill in the year 
eighteen bundled and twenty-one 
she has had as her official visitors 
the representative of the Crown in 
Canada.

Among these will be included 
Miss Hurlbatt, the Lady Principal 
of the Royal Victoria College, a 
number of members of the Faculty 
of the University and also a number 
of representatives from the Students' 
Council. This function has always 
been a most successful one in the 
past and it should be especially so 
upon this occasion on account of the 
presence of a member of the Koyal 
family. Principal Peterson drew at- 
tention to the fnct that it s, ems 
most befitting that a son of the 
lnte Queen Victoria should receive a 
degree in the Koyal Victoria Col- 
lege.

Struct Ion, at much greater cost, of a 
■aucb. finer and better building. 

The xeficit ifi the Medical Faculty 
is also largely accounted for by the 
unfortunate fire of four years ago, 
and the much greater cost of opera- 
tion of the splendid new building, 
with its improved appliances and 
mure extensive laboratories. Pos- 
sibly, however, the interest on the 
additional $ 100,000 donated last 
summer by Lord Struthconu will 
somewhat reduce this deficit in fu- 
ture. 

Tho loss In the Arts Faculty is 
probably largely due to the small 
proportion of students to professors 
in the many diversified courses of 
the third and fourth years. It is, 
however, reasonable to expect tluit 
with the largely increased Freshman 
classes of the last two years this 
state of affairs will readjust itself. 

The loss for the year to .lune SQtb 
last, large as it is, Is about $6,600 
less than for the corresponding 
period of 1909-10. The the last five 
years the deficits have been as fol- 
lows;— 

1906— Ï907 $:i:t,123.0."i 

1907— 1908 HG, 53.1. 75 

1908— 1909 850,842.88 

1909— 1910 165,291,61 

1910— 1911 $68,794.28 

The most Berious feature of these 
recurring deficits is the drain which 
ihey have entailed upon the Invested 
funds of the 1 ' ni vet-si ty. t'p to June 
10th last this sum amounted to $154,- 
603.21, equivalent to a revenue of 
nearly $lu,0uo a year. Nor Can it be 
complained that the Investments of 
the funds have been unprofitable, 
yince the average return has been 
over 5J per cent. 

It cannot be denied that the re- 
port, showing as it does, in spite of 
the best and most careful manage- 
ment, large and recurring annual de- 
ficits, is of a somewhat gloomy 
character. Hut It represents a condl- 
of affairs which will not, we be- 
recur in the future. There are 
The business men of 



the city are beginning to realize 
that, as a valuable asset to Mon- 
treal, McGill must be supported. This 
is amply demonstrated— the resolu- 
tion passed on Thursday last by the 
Hoard of Trade nnd Chambre de 
Commerce. Surely, after so striking 
a proof of the popularity of such a 
step, the Provincial Government will 
DO longer hesitate to grant both to 
McGill .md to her sister University, 
Laval, largely increased annual sub- 
sidies. 

Then again there is the Campaign 
of the Hoard of Governors for an 
endowment, fund, which will begin 
very shortly, nnd for the carrying 
on of which the organization is well- 
nigh complete, When, as every true 
lover of Old McGill believes, this 
campaign closes triumphantly with 
the placing of our University on a 
sound financial basis, she will then 
be alile to go forward with those 
multifarious schemes fif extension and 
improvement which will place her 
still higher- if that be possible In 
the list of great imperial centres of 
learning,

Five years ago Sir William Macdonald gave us the Union. 
His gift stinnds out 'in contra distinction to his muny other 
donations to the University, inasmuch as it was prompted by 
an interest and concern in personal comfort and' wellbeing 
of the undergraduates. It is at this stage superfluous to 
dilate upon the advantages and privileges of the Union. 
That has been done heretofore at great length and ts a 
BUhject which has been brought to the notice of every un- 
dergraduate time and again. Suffice it to say that as a 
student club house the McGill Unit n has very few equals, 
and no superior. It was given to us complete, no appoint- 
ment or fitting was omitted, and) nothing was required of 
us save its maintenance. H was purposed that the new in- 
stitution should serve as the cnitre of student life and acti- 
vities. It was hoped that around this nucleus a new spirit 
of fellowship would be engendered in the University, nnd 
that a closer intimacy and belter understanding might be 
established betrween the various units of the undergraduate 
body. In short, five years ago the opening of the I'll on 
was looked upon as the dawnofa newera. Today that new- 
era is seemingly as far off as ever. What of toe Union 
itself '' It was given us as a trust, We were expected to care 
for and look after it. We have done so in such a manner that 
ever since its foundation toe books have shown an annual 
deficit of several thousands of dollars, one' year this deficit 
aggregated as murh as twelve thousand. The loss can be 
traced directly to non support from the students. If only a 
fair percentage of the undergraduate body paid subscriptions 
it would still be possible to tun the Union on a paying ba- 
tban three hundred names. There ate rather more than thir- 
sis. At present tin- membership roll contains less 
teen hundred men in attendance at McGill. In other words, 
seventy-five per cent of the students arc not members of 
the Union at all. The o'jVlOUS inennce is sim- 
ply that we at McGill are unfit fi r Hie reception of any 
privilege, since we have shown -o little gratitude and such 
lack of appreciation towards th ise who bestow them. It is 
shameful and Incredable that Stich nn all munificent gilt 
should have been accorded so niggardly a reception,

The 
waterway had fust been used by the 
Jesuit Missionaries trqm Montreal 
to Lake Huron. The first actual pin 

posai to build a canal was brought 
before the Canadian House of Par- 
liament in 1847 by Mr. St, wart. 
The ph. n was favorably received and 
work was actually commenced, but 
owing to some unaccountable reason 

il was not proceeded wilh. John A. 

Macdonald endorsed it. in 1904, a 
22 foot ship canal was proposed. The 
route would include a whole chain 
of small lakes as Wefl as larger 
lakes, like Lake Nipissing and Trotit 
Lake and to the Ottawa River. The 
Lacbine Canal would not he used 
but two shorter ones were proposed. 
The whole length of the canal Would 
be 440 miles, of which only 22 miles 
would he actual cutting; and C6 miles 
of dredging. There were to be only 
27 locks and the change of level 
would he 7, r .H feet. The peculiarity 
of it is the height of land in the 
centre and the problem would be to 
secure enough water. This, however, 
would he amply supplied by the Ot- 
tawa Hiver. The estimated cost is 
$100,000,000. The advantages are: 
A passage Into the heart of the 
coi ntry but a much shorter route 



than any at present to ocean ves 
sels. The G. T. 11. is the only rail- 
way which is shorter. Decrease of 
rntc on wheat from 6-7 cents per 
bushel to 2-5 cents. The power gen- 
erated by the water would be suffi- 
cient to light and run the whole 
canal and pay for its upkeep. The 
speaker closed by pointing out that 
although the canal would prevent 
logs being sent down from the points 
of Northern Ontario it would only 
mean that lumber mills would have 
to be established nearer the source 
"f supply ami Would in this way help 
to open up the country.

MR. R]BERf CREMER 
MAKES ADDRESS 
TO MINING SOCIETY 

The first meeting of the Society 
lor the present form was held In the 
Xlining lecture loom of the Chemis- 
try and Miti ng Building, about 40 
■•embers heme present, The meeting 
was opened by the President, who in 
t reduced to the meeting Mr. Robert 
Cremer, General Manager for the 
Wolfe Sat.'; Lamp company, of 
Leeds, Eng , who gftve a very inter- 
sitting Instructive lecture on the 
development of some at the more '.n 
portant f at. ires of the modern safety 
lamp, which is used In all coal min- 
ing operations throughout the world. 

Mr. Cremer divided his subject un- 
der three h ads, namely; 
(0) The fuel used in safety lamps. 
{2) The mean i of admitting air to 
the lamp, 

(3) The titans of Ignition. 
In regard to the fuel used in safety 
lamps Mi. ('remer proved conclusive- 
ly with the aid of many references 
thnt benzine was by fur the safest, 
cheapest and most satisfactory fuel. 

As to the means nf admitting the 
air supply he proved just as conclus- 
ively that the ideal Inlet for the air 
supply was from below the burner and 
not from above. After having read 
several reports of European Fire- 
damp Commissions which had carried 
on numerous experiments on the 
aforementioned points, Mr. Cremer 
went on to disriiss the very impor- 
tant, question of the ignition of Knfe- 
ty lamps. Some years ugo it was the 
general practice to construct the 
Jamp so that the miner was unable 
relight them once they had been 
exting-ftiished. In order to have a 
lamp relignvted which had gone out, 
a miner had 'to leave his work and
